Cash to Seniors 
50 trophies to Juniors 
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By Ron Schneiders 


A few weeks ago Maureen Lee, Cycle 
News Columnist, wrote at some length 
about “Sporting Professionals,” as she 
called them. These are individuals who 
ride sporting events, where trophies are 
at stake, and manage to get paid in cash 
as well. The description fits Richard 
Thorwaldson rather well. Since Rich is a 
leading contender for the Number 1 
District 37 desert plate, I went over to 
his home to interview him for Cycle 
News. 

Rich met me at the door of his fairly 
small home in Hawthorne, just a short 
ways from the ocean. I had spoken to 
him once or twice before at races, but 
he was always in his riding gear, which is 
to say fairly well disguised. He is slender 
but quite muscular and moves easily. 
You understand why he doesn’t often 
get hurt when he falls; there’s not much 
tension. His eyes are his most 
outstanding facial feature. They are 
fairly small, narrow and intense, the 
kind you associate with fighter pilots in 
World War II movies. A thin, auburn 
moustache doesn’t hurt the image any. 

We went into the living room and 
Rich introduced me to his wife Patricia,

who was sitting on the couch holding 
their 2-year-old daughter. I asked if that 
was their only child and he said yes, but 
another was due shortly. “We tried 
doing it the scientific way and if it’s a 
boy, I guess we'll quit there. If it's not I 
don't know what we'll do. Adopt one I 
guess. ^ Pm the last of -the 
Thorwaldsons". He laughed as he said it, 
but you could tell he was really 
bothered by it. I refrained from asking 
what the scientific way of producing 
boys was. 

"Hey, I'm being voted on tonight!" 
he said, as he went to get us some 
coffee. 

“Ву whom?" I asked cautiously. 


"The Checkers. I’m joining the 
Checkers.” 

"I thought there was quite a 
rigamarole involved in joining the 


Checkers,” I said innocently. 

Uncomfortably, he replied, “Well 
there is normally. You have to attend so 
many races and so many meetings.” I 
got a distinct impression that there was 
not much rigamarole involved if you 
were Number One in the point 
standings. 

“Why the switch?” I asked. Rich had 
been a long time Prospector. 

“Well, mainly because the Checkers 
are a real racing club. None of this stuff 
of running all kinds of events to send an 
ISDT team to Europe, and field meets 
and all that. All I want to do is race. I 
haven't got time for that." [Wonder 
what he'll do when he finds out the 
Checkers have an ISDT team too.] 

*And the other other reason is the 
pits. I've lost three races in the pits this 
year. I come into the pits with a 
one-minute lead and leave one minute 
behind. When I come into the pits, all I 
want is gas. I don’t want a drink, I don’t 
want someone to smear my goggles, kill 
my engine, knock me off the bike or 
break my throttle cable!" He went on 
to explain that each of these things had 
happened. “The Checkers assess each 
member $1.00 per race, whether the 
guy races or not and they use the 
money to hire a pit man. If he doesn’t 
do the job right, at least you know he 
won't be back next week.” 

Rich appeared to have burst rather 
suddenly on the desert championship 
scene. He started the year as an 
unspectacular Number 117. I asked him 
where he had been beforehand. 

“Well, I’ve always raced the desert. I 
used to ride with my father /Bill 
Thorwaldson, a notable racer himself] 
back 12 years ago." 

“How old are you now?” 

“Twenty-four. But when I got out of 
the Navy, I had started riding Class “C” 
TT. I raced TT from ‘66 to ‘69. Last 
year I had Number 26x but this year I 
suppose they'll stick a “1” in front of 
that, since I haven't been doing 
anything." 

Going back a little, I asked him what 
he had done in the Navy. 

“I was in Seabees.” 

*Seabees?!" I hadn't heard of the 
Seabees since the late ‘forties, except on 


comic book covers where they always” 


have this guy in light blue demin shirt 
and sailor cap charging his ‘dozer into a 
hail of machine gun fire and using the 
blade to deflect the bullets. 

“Yeah, well they revived the Seabees 
about the time I got in. I drove a dozer 
over in ‘nam.” He grinned like he knew 
what I was thinking. “‘I’d dig a hole, 
they’d build a bunker and then I’d push 
the dirt around it again.” The picture of 
Rich Thorwaldson on a dozer was too 
much. I knew war stories could fill the 
remainder of the evening without much 
trouble so I backtracked hurriedly. | 

“Rich, do you do anything special in 
the way of training for the desert 
races?" - 

“You mean like exercises? No just 
ride twice a week. That’s enough 
exercise. I do take some vitamins before 
each race." 

“What kind?” | ? . 

“Upjohn’s Therapeutic Vitamins. 
They’re a prescription item, primarily 
for old people. They take a couple of 
them each day. I take about 8 of them 
before the race, but none during the 
week. They help replace the lactic acid 
in your muscles that you lose while 
you're racing. In practical terms, you 
don’t get sore. Since I’ve been taking 
the vitamins, l've never been sore: on

Motocross is now limited to 
Manzanita Speedway in Phoenix, and a 
track in Tucson. The new track at 
Beardsley folded for lack of funds. 

Drag racing is big at Mel Larson’s 
Sportsland Raceway, 10-miles west of 
Phoenix. 

Desert riding for kicks IS being 
limited by the Federal and state 
governments. As you know, more than 
65 per cent of Arizona is under 
government control. With the danger of 
fire and the ecology thing, bikes are 
being pushed off the park lands and 
onto private lands. 

The U.S. Forest Service officials I 
talked with here were evasive and said 
the bikes were being destructive to 
many forest areas, and that it was more 
or less up to the individual Rangers who 
look like the Smokey Bear type. 

In the city, bikes have been banned 
from off-the-road use of all municipal 
land (we have the world’s largest 
municipal park). And the city council 
has forbade the use of any vacant lot by 
bikes because of the dust and noise 
pollution problem.

AMA Sets Up Law Dept 


WORTHINGTON, OHIO, Oct. 28, 1970 — At an executive committee meeting in 
Tenafly, New Jersey October 27, the officers of the American Motorcycle Assocation 
approved a program that is expected to have national impact in areas of motorcycle 
legislation and highway safety. 

The new program calls for the establishment of a full-time American Motorcycle 
Association legal department that will coordinate national legal activity against 
unconstitutional and discriminatory laws against motorcyclists, that will serve as a 
sentinel on federal and state legislation effecting motorcyclists, and that will be 
instrumental as a lobbying force for motorcyclists and motorcycling interests. 

The A.M.A.’s legal department will make every effort to cooperate and coordinate 
with the Motorcycle Industry Council and other legitimate lobby groups. 


Sheriffs Covet Site 


ANAHEIM, CALIF., Nov. 18, 1970 — The proposed Upson Downs Cycle Park, 
currently under construction at a former county-operated rubbish disposal site, met 
with objections from the County Sheriff’s Department. 

The objection arose because the sheriff’s department needs a new police academy 
and pistol range and Orange County Sheriff James A. Music called the proposed cycle 
park area “‘ideal’’. 

Director of parks for the county, Kenneth Sampson, recommends the land to be 
used for the park. However, a series of tests will be conducted to check noise and 
dust levels. Also proposed is that all bikes must be muffled. 


Vacaville Lives! 


VACA VALLEY, CALIF., Nov. 16, 1970 — Good news for Northern Californian 
road racers and their fans came this week in an announcement from the San 
Francisco chapter of the Sports Car Club of America. 

After 10 months of negotiations the SCCA has leased the venerable road racing 
circuit for two years. The four wheel club has plans and money to resurface the 
deteriorating asphalt of the two mile, nine turn course and that promises to be a 
boon. to motorcycle roadracers here in the bay area, 

SCCA safety regulations will require the resurfacing and addition of guard rails 
along certain portions of the course. Improved spectator facilities including 
permanent restrooms are also in the works for a later date. 

All this must sound like a dream come true to the riders and fans of the northern 
chapters of the American Federation of Motorcyclists who, in the words of AFM 
president Dave Scott, “have struggled along with that bloody awful track long 
enough.” 

Scott, who is the San Francisco chapter’s number one rider for 1970, says that, 
“Next to the SCCA we are the club most interested in the Vaca Valley course. The 
improvements will mean a lot for both the San Franciso and Sacramento chapters, 
We made money this year and now we have an excellent outlook and will be looking 
forward to an even greater year in 1971.” 

Representatives of the SCCA and the AFM will meet soon to finalize next year’s 
racing calendar.

TIMING YOUR IGNITION WITH 
A TRANSISTOR RADIO: 


There is only one factor that controls 
whether or not you can use this 
method, that is that the only 
motorcycles that it will work on are 
those with a BATTERY IGNITION. 
The tools needed are simple, a 
screwdriver, a wrench and a transistor 
radio in good working order. 


1.) First” turn on the radio and adjust 
the band to a point on the wave length 
where there is NO station. This is very 
important that you pick a spot on the 
dial where you get no sound at all such 
as a remote station or a lot of static. 
Next turn the volume all the way up. 
Again you should not be able to hear a 
distant station. There should be no 
problem encountered here as there are 
many places on a radio dial that will not 
bring in a station.

4.) This is achieved by removing the 
point cover on the cylinder head and 
changing the ignition timing. To do this, 
loosen the two screws (large arrows) 
that hold the contact breaker plate in 
position. Just loosen them slightly so 
that the plate may be moved (rotated 
would be a better word) in either 
direction to bring the timing to spot-on. 
While this system may sound a little 
far-fetched, it does work and it is 
cheaper than investing in expensive 
timing apparatus. If your machine fills 
the bill with the battery ignition and the 
timing marks, give it a go, it will surprise 
you. Keep in mind also that the ignition 
switch must be in the "ON" position 
and that the battery has to be charged 
up for this system to work properly. 





2.) Of course you should have already 
cleaned and gapped (.014-.016thou.) 
the contacts. Now place the radio as 
close to the contact breaker as you can 
without it being in your way to adjust 
the timing. It need not be a large 
transistor as shown, one of the $4 jobs 
the size of a cigarette pack will do just 
as well. Remember that the volume 
must be turned all the way up. 


3.) Now using a 14mm wrench on the rotor nut just under the cover on the lefthand 
side of the engine, rotate the engine until it comes up onto the compression stroke. 
On the Honda 90 rotor, there are two lines marked "T' and 'F' and there is a 
stationary pointer mounted on the case. The 'T' when aligned with the stationary 
pointer indicates that the piston is at Top Dead Center while the ‘F’ line indicates 
ignition timing with the automatic-advance unit in the ‘retard’ position. As the 
engine is rotated slowly. in the direction of normal running (in this case, 
counter-clockwise), as the contacts break, with the ignition key turned on, you will 
hear a loud static “crack” over the radio. The object is to get the radio to crack at 
the exact moment that the “F” line aligns with the line on the stationary pointer.

CARLSBAD, CALIF., Nov. 22, 1970 — 
There are some 10,000 motocross racers 
in Belgium, and one of them is Joel 
Robert. He is so far and away the 
world's greatest high-speed cross 
country motocrocycle racer that he 
makes the rest of the Europeans in the 
Trans-AMA series look as bad as they 
make the Americans look. 

Joel did it again at Carlsbad Sunday, 
running away with both 250cc 
International Class motos and $1,000 in 
prize and contingency money (Bell 
Helmets, Champion Spark Plugs), and 
he wasn’t even trying. Robert got a 
good start in the first moto and led all 
the way. In the final leg he got away 
fifth, allowing the estimated 3,000-plus 
crowd to watch in awe as he leisurely 
picked off the front running four and 
then amused himself playing games with 
the grim riders he was lapping. 

He’d pull alongside a man, stare at 
him until he caught his eye, then crank 
his Suzuki swiftly out of sight, 
completely demoralizing his opponent. 
He seemed to enjoy passing the BSA 
team riders, only to place his bike 
sideways in their path, forcing them to 
shut off, then with a grin, Joel would be 
gone again. 

Spectators all around the course were 
treated to brief snatches of the 
incredible Robert talent as he aviated 
the long downhills, banked flat 
horizontal on the powdery berms and 
passed riders in midair whenever 
possible, just to blow their minds. It is 
worth whatever it takes to watch this 
man do what he does. Maybe when 
America has 10,000 motocross racers, 
one of them may prove to be as good as 
Joel Robert — but don’t count on it. 
Talent like this probably doesn’t come 
but once in a couple of generations. 

After Joel, everything else seems 
anti-climactic, but what the rest of the 
racers lacked in sheer genius, they more 
than made up for with fierce 
competition. Mark Blackwell took a 
second and a first in the big bike 
support class to shut out Tim Hart with 
his second and fourth. Bryar Holcomb 
won the first moto, but only managed a 
fifth in the second leg, giving him third 
place overall. These three waged some 
close battles that showed they were very 
evenly matched. Physical stamina 
seemed to be the deciding factor, as the 
20-minute motos wound over the 
demanding,maze-like course. 

Robert’s teammate Olle Pettersson 
crashed on the start of the first 
International.moto and didn’t get going 
until all the pack had disappeared in the 
copious dust. He then proceeded to earn 
his sponsor’s money by working up to 
seventh in the 30-minute heat, doing 
some spectacular hard charging all the 
way. 

First American (unless you count 
Swedish transplant Gunnar Lindstrom) 
was native Californian Gary Bailey, back 
in his home state after many months of 
traveling and teaching motocross 
schools around the U.S.A. Bailey’s 
victory wasn’t easy by any means. New 
England’s Peter Lamppu gave him a 
hard way to go in the second moto, and 
Tom Rapp finished just ahead in the 
first leg. 

BSA’s British factory team had a bit 
of bad luck when John Banks’ rear tire 
went flat on lap 12 of the second 
International moto. Banks gamely 
nursed the squirrely Beezer to a 13th 
placing for an overall finish of eighth. 
Those 250cc 4-strokes, demonstrated a 
lot of power. 

But the brightest European star after 
Joel was Britain's Malcolm Davis on 
AJS. Davis scored two thirds (after Jeff 
Smith and Pettersson, respectively) to 
take second overall for the 
Norton-Villiers factory. 

Altogether, eight Europeans showed 
the way to the American contenders, 
and the AMA officials, aided this time 
by the CMC, showed that they learn fast 
when it comes to putting on motocross. 
The four-race show went smoothly and 
everybody went home happy. 

Your next and last chance in the the 
Los Angeles area to see the World 
Champion Europeans race it out with 
each other and the Americans will be 
Dec. 5 and 6 at Saddleback Park. 
Robert, Banks, Davis, ET. AL. will meet 
Aberg, Kring, DeCoster, etc. of the 
Inter-Am series in a big, two-day super 
star spectacular. You wouldn't want to 
miss it.

Wilvert. 

After 17 laps, the pace began to 
show as Pierce, who had been dogged 
with mechanical troubles all day, 
dropped out when his ignition timing 
slipped. Seven “laps later, Nicholas 
dropped his machine attempting to 
recapture the lead from Emde. 

Further back, Deehan lost his rear. 
brake torque arm thus slowing his pace. 
Wilvert took the advantage and slipped 
into second, 28 seconds behind Emde. 

Four laps from the finish, Emde was 
forced to retire and Wilvert shot into 
the lead for the remainder of the race. 

More sidecars than ever before started 
and made the first turn a real squeeze. 

It didn’t take long for Dean Hummer 
and Roland Gilbransen to take their 
traditional lead, having never lost a race 
in which they have finished. Reg 
Pridmore and Ernie Ceasar had the early 
lead after a fine start but lost it soon 
afterwards. Hummer/Gilbransen were 
forced to retire, however, with a half-lap 
lead and Pridmore/Ceasar took the win. 

The International Production event, 
251-1000cc, was dominated by the 
Norton team of George Kerker, Jack 
Simmons and Bill Manley. John 
McGillivray, riding a BSA Rocket Three, 
put on a superb display of riding ability 
as he desperately wrestled his heavier 
and weaker machine to a commendable 
third place behind winner Manley and 
Kerker. 

Rick Sherer held off his fellow Honda 
riders to take the 350cc class, first 
division. In the 500cc Division it was 
Jim Cordero ona Kawasaki Mach III in 
first. 

The next AFM Road Race is 
scheduled for March 14 of next year. In 
looking back on the season, 
congratulations go to Jim Manning for 
his tireless efforts for better road racing 
in the state.

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NOISE ANNOYS! 

A couple of months back, I wrote in this column about a Board of Supervisor's 
meeting being held in San Bernardino regarding a proposed ordinance (since enacted) 
which would extend certain provisions of the Vehicle Code to off-road vehicles. 
These provisions applied to noise and the elimination of noise through mandatory 
muffler requirements. I suggested in that article that any desert riders who objected 
to the propsal should attend and protest accordingly. 

I have received numerous letters since that time which were designed to “straighten 
me out on the noise problem". Before anyone else takes pen-in-hand, let me say this. 
"From a personal view, I dislike motorcycle noise! I have for years told fellow 
motorcyclists that noise is our worst enemy! It does more to hurt our public image 
than anything else! But, on the other hand, I represent thousands of California 
motorcyclists, including many desert riders. And sometimes, I must ignore my 
personal feelings and keep those whom I represent (and who have differing views) 
advised of legislation which affects them! That was my purpose in announcing the

Now, with respect to noise, let me offer some food for thought. I've been riding 
bikes for more than thirty years and there was a time when I owned what was 
undoubtedly the loudest H.D. in the State of Oregon. And not too many years ago, I 
rode a pretty ratty sounding Yamaha. But at about that same time I became 
increasingly involved in the discussion of motorcycling needs with the agencies 
having jurisdiction over public lands, and with various legislative bodies. And 
wherever I went, wherever I go, the first thing that I'm told by non-motorcyclists and 
motorcyclists alike, is, "When are you guys going to do something about noise?" This 
is usually followed by statements proclaiming that, “We understand your problems, 
but where can we put you so that your noise won't bother other people?" 

Needless to say, I have long since quieted my own bikes and have been stumping 
for others to do the same. Sure, the noise sounds good but.a quiet bike is the price 
we must pay for public acceptance and support. I'm paying the price! How about 
you? 

And if I can't appeal to your logic, perhaps you might be surprised to learn that 
many of the silencers now reaching the market not only eliminate noise (to a whisper 
level) but appear to be improving performance. My responsibilities with MORE keep 
me at competition events throughout the state every weekend. More and more (love 
that word!) of the winning bikes are also silenced bikes. That should tell us 
something! Or maybe it's just that our better riders have a slight edge in the 
intelligence department.

Taking another abrupt change of 
course, I asked Rich about his 
sponsorship in the desert races. Turns 
out that he actually has two 
sponsorships, Steens, tie Rickman 
distributors, have supplied him with 
three bikes. None of them were new. He 
uses the best one as his regular racing 
bike, keeps one as a spare and 
cannabalizes the third one for parts 
when necessary. Usually И isn’t 
necessary, because Steen’s gives him all 
the new parts that he needs. Steens also 
lets him have the other items that they 
sell, such as the Endura leathers, boots, 
goggles and such. Rich says he uses 
everything, except their helmets. He’s 
partial to his Bell helmet and won't use 
any other. 

His other sponsorship is C-B Motors, 
where he works. They give him the run 
of the shop to fix his personal bikes and 
let him use all their machinery and 
tools. My feeling was that Rich 
appreciates this very much, and that is 
more on the order of a personal favor to 
him. They won't stand to gain very 
much from his successes. 

Rich does all of his own work; it 
usually takes him the better part of 
three evenings to prepare his bikes and 
he has to do it after his regular 8-hour 
stint at C-B Motors. He says that on the 
whole his Rickmans have proved 
remarkably reliable and his maintenance 
chores have been lighter on these bikes 
than on others that he has owned.

Thorwaldson was somewhat annoyed 
by Maureen Lee’s articles which 
suggested that there were professionals 
racing in the sportsman ranks out on the 
desert who were doing it for the money 
and risking the necks of the true-blue 
sportsman (read not-good-enough- 
to-get-paid) in the process. *Even most 
of the class “C” riders can’t even make a 
living racing,” he said. “I wish she’d 
talked to some of us before writing that 
stuff.” 

I didn’t want to put him in the 
possibly embarrassing position of 
denying (or confirming) that he received 
money from Steens for winning so I 
didn't ask him directly if he did. But he 
volunteered, “I feel that I’m doing well 
if I finish well in one out of every three 
races. But-it costs me $45.00 per 
weekend to race and I can’t even break 
even unless I win every third race." By a 
brilliant bit of mathematical deduction 
you might figure out that Rich gets 
about $125.00 for winning a race which 
is comparáble to what is received by the 
other top 30 desert riders. But don't say 
I said so — it's a secret.

Special from MOTOR CYCLE, England 


First details of new machines in the BMW-Puch link have been announced. The machines 
are to be build by Austrian Puch factory in Graz to complement the biggers BMW models. 
There will be two near identical models, both 250cc and 350cc vertical twins with single 
overhead camshafts. The 250 gives 26 BHP at 9000 and has a top speed of 89 MPH. The 
bigger machine (same engine with bigger bore) gives 32 BHP at 9000; top speed 94 MPH. Both 
have six speed gearboxes and electric starters and weigh 353 Ibs. Production is to start early in 


1972. They plan to build 25,000 the first year.

SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA, Nov. 19, 1970 — One of Australia’s greatest solo riders, 
Gordon Guasco, died from injuries sustained in a crash at the Liverpool Speedway, 


near Sydnev on Sunday, November 8. 

Guasco, a champion dirt track racer, 
was one of several big name 
internationals signed for the 1970-71 
summer season at the track. 

He had arrived home from England 
after a two year stint in the tough 
British League First Division only a 
week before and was making his debut 
at the meeting. 

Crash occurred in his fourth race 
when a rider in front over-slid and 
knocked Guasco off his bike. As Guasco 
fell to the track he was hit by another 
rider who was traveling close behind. 

He suffered severe head and chest 
injuries and had actually stopped 
breathing when ambulance officers 
reached him. With the aid of emergency 
oxygen they were able to get his heart 
pumping again and he was rushed to the 
hospital’ unconscious and in a critical 
condition. 

He reamined in a coma until his death 
some eight days later. 





The accident and its tragic consequences has literally stunned Australian 


speedway. 


Guasco was one of the country’s best riders, a Test match necessity and a man of 
world class on the international scene. Perhaps the best of our current generation of 
competitors on ability, if not results. And certainly a fine man. Always willing to 


help a junior or assist anyone in anyway. 


A former champion short circuit rider, he took to the speedway in 1962 and was 
an instant success. He rose to stardom rpaidly and in 1964 he set sail for England. 

Initially he rode for Sunderland, then for Wolverhampton. 

In 1965 he missed qualifying for the Speedway Championship of the World Final 
at Wembley Stadium, London, by a mere point. 

He returned to Aussie in 1967 and swept all before him at the Liverpool circuit. 
Included in his list of victims was world champ Ivan Mauger and Americans Rick 


Woods and DeWayne Keeter. 


Guasco went back to England in 1969 under contract to the Poole team and 
assisted them to the league championship that year. He then toured Poland, the 
toughest speedway nation in the world, and set the track alight with his devastating 


style. 


Undoubtedly Guasco was a genius with a motorcycle and it is a shattering blow 


that he has fallen foul of the grim reaper. 


Gordon, aged 29, leaves a widow and a two year old daughter. 
His loss is a disaster for Australian speedway.

LITTLE FAUSS AND BIG HALSEY is 


an x-rated version of the Tortoise and 
the Hare. Little is a man with two 
strikes against him, going for a base on 
balls. Halsey Knox seems to be the hero 
of this yarn. He has everything America 
longs for except success, and doesn’t 
begin to understand why it always 
eludes him. He barely ekes out existence 
by filching food, cadging parts for his 
racing bike and cashing in his good 
looks and the mysterious scar across his 
spine with the local girls in exchange for 
sex and gas for his skungy Dodge 
pickup. 

Finding Fauss an easy mark for his 
“hero racer” lies, Halsey takes him in as 
his tuner at 50-50 and together with one 
of Halsey’s girls (this one escaped from 
a gang of motorcycle **undesirables", to 
show where the Hell's Angels fit in) 
they hit the hot dog trail. 

With Little tending the tools, Halsey 
wins enough to keep the three going, 
but Little, meanwhile has fallen in love 
with Halsey's girl and in a confrontation 
over this, he loses, and they split. 

Little returns home to Oklahoma. 
Copying Halsey's style, he beds a local 
girl and overcomes his shyness. With his 
mother holding the stopwatch, Little 
works on his racing until he feels ready 
to ride the big National — a road race at 
Sears Point. There the Tortoise and the 
Hare meet again, and the race is on. 

I don't have to tell you who wins, 
and to its credit, the movie ends on 
Halsey's expression when his bike 
breaks and he hears the announcer 
exclaim that Fauss has taken the lead. 

The movie doesn’t leave me with the 
sense of being stunned, the way Easy 
Rider did. There’s neither dope nor 
violence in it. But Fauss and Halsey 
keep coming back into my mind, for 
their fate seems more inevitable than 
Capt. America and Billy's. At first both 
Fauss and Halsey have little to 
recommend them except Halsey’s looks 
and Little’s honesty. But Little’s basic 
meanness, shown as he refuses to help 
push Halsey’s stalled truck when they 
first meet, comes out again and again to 
keep one from rooting for the 
underdog. He may have learned to be a 
winner, but he is not a better man. 

Halsey is shown to be not all bad. His 
humanity comes through in a scene at 
the Antelope Valley Hospital where his 
girl giving birth to his (someone’s?) 
baby. "Your wife, Miss Nebraska," the 
nurse says in one of the films typically 
funny lines, “asked me to tell you, if 
you are still here, she'd like to see you." 
With fatherhood, Halsey seems almost 
to have settled down. For once he is 
concerned about someone other than 
himself, 

Hollywood has put the microcosm of 
motorcycle life on film accurately, and 
without exploitation. Without 
explanation, too, I might add, for all of 
the critics I have read as well as some 
members of the audience I overheard, 
seemed puzzled by so many details that 
they had a hard time understanding the 
movie. I think perhaps only an 
enthusiast familiar with the argot and 
symbolism of motorcycle racing can 
easily appreciate this fine retelling of 
the ancient tale. The shabbiness of life 
among the also-rans is _ painfully 
accurate. We have all known characters 
like Fauss and Halsey and their girls. 
Even the t-shirts and decals on the 
trucks are authentically up-to-date. 
Only a few points jarred an otherwise 
perfect film with technical advice by 
Roxy Rockwood and Terry Tiernan and 
music by Bob Dylan and Johnny Cash. 
It is unforgivable to call a race an 
enduro, and it is too bad that Sears 
Point Raceway is not still around to 
reap the benefits of all this publicity.

HARD TIMES ON THE NATIONAL TRAIL 


Thirty-one professional AMA National Championships are slated for 1971. That's 
more than many people in motorcycling want or think the sport needs. Cycle 
Magazine Editor, Cook Nielsen, believes that National Championships are 
**over-exposed." New national Number One, Gene Romero, agrees: *"There shouldn't 
be more than twenty Nationals paying points,” says Romero. “The promoters would 
be better off, you guys (the press) would appreciate it, and I’m sure the racers would 
all be better off.” 

Promoter of many Nationals, J.C. Agajanian explains that promoters prefer 
Nationals to non-national pro races because, as he says, '*you can count on the big 
names showing up when there are national points at stake." But Aggie admits it is 
hard to keep promoting non-national professional shows when the points race lures 
the stars away for months on end. 

All the motorcycle publications except Cycle News have given up trying to cover 
every National on the professional circuit, owing to the expense. Only our three 
regional offices make it possible for this newspaper chain to keep covering the whole 
crowded National Championship calendar. Therefore we know so well what the 
championship trail means to the men and women who follow it: Hard Times. Eight 
months in motels if you are winning, otherwise camped out or cramped in the 
van...always driving, measured not in miles, but horizons...hot fairground Sundays 
and dark mountain nights, talking to other driver-racers on the CB radio to keep 
awake, driving...driving. 

Is it too much to expect a racer always to deliver a championship performance 
under these conditions? Gene Romero thinks so, and most other racers agree. “A 
national circuit rider is a professional truck driver, mechanic and racer at the same 
time,” says Gene. “I’ve had to hire a guy — a guy I'd trust my life with, because 
that's what you're doing — to help me drive and look after the bikes." Romero has 
to meet a weekly payroll of $250 during the season, out of his own pocket. He has 
worked out a system to ship his tired engines back to tuner, C.R. Axtell, via Air 
Express for freshening. BSA, Inc. pays for the bikes, meals, motels and 
transportation costs while the Champion is on the road. And they are sending Gene 
to a “school for celebrities” to learn the finer points of giving interviews, meeting the 
public, etc. 

With personal appearances, racing, building the bikes, testing, racing and driving to 
the next National, a national circuit racer has little time to himself. “I live only a few 
blocks from the beach,” the Grand National Champion exclaims, “And you know 
how many times I got to the beach last year? Once.” 

Gene Romero is young (23), unmarried and on top of it. Plus he possesses, in 
addition to his obvious racing talent, sufficient foresight to see that the future 





promises more risk and less reward for racers unless the AMA begins scheduling fewer 


Nationals with higher purses, spaced at least two weeks apart. 

“Tf you’ve got something good, you don’t add water and dilute it,” the Champion 
philosophizes, “If you dilute it, it’s not a spectacle any more.” 

“Tt is the smaller events that suffer,” Romero adds. With so many Nationals to 
ride, racers tend to skip the smaller events, out of sheer exhaustion. “We’ve got to 
improve the sport," concludes Romero, *So more people will go for it." And the 
best place to start improving the sport, in Gene Romero's opinion, with which I 
agree, is by pegging the number of Nationals at twenty. 

TWENTY IS PLENTY 


Since there are only about 40 weekends in a year on. which big races (at least

PREIS next year to o limit the er of and A paying events to 20, to be 
scheduled at least two weeks apart whenever great driving distances are involved. 
These twenty Nationals should include four road races, two or three TT’s, three or 
four mile tracks, and two or three short tracks. The balance should be all half-mile 
dirt tracks, 

As for indoor short tracks, the AMA should implement the proposal made by the 
Congress this year to set up a separate series of points to determine an indoor 
National Number One. Such a series, raced with bikes required to run silencers, and 
featuring Class A bikes as well as 250’s, could attract a whole new audience for 
motorcycle racing and should be a natural for television syndication. 

Who would be hurt by having fewer, higher-paying Nationals? Not the racers. 
Even those who stay home and cherry-pick while the hot dogs are away would 
probably benefit from having more races with higher purses in their area when 
promoters don't have to compete with so many Nationals. 

Not the promoters, certainly. Whether they are in it for one race a year, or more, 
they can count on better shows at their Nationals, and more stars for their 4-stars. 

Not the manufacturers, who will know that when they win a big one, it will be 
current news for more than seven days. The press will not complain, believe me. And 
even the AMA would benefit from more sanctions, better purses and happier 
promoters and riders, in the long run. 

So how about it, AMA Congress? For next year's Professional National 
Championship Rules Committee, I propose the slogan “20 is Plenty.” Isn't it time 
that we pointed the National Trail toward the rainbow, instead of just another empty 
horizon?

. attempt to overcome the domination of 
the Japanese market, and that of 
Husqvarna.

We all hate to 
admit when we’re a bit lost and feel like 
a clod when we have to ask for help, but 
when it’s in the best interest of the 
sport, IIl go along with the clod bit. 

Well, for Carlsbad we’ve noted that 
the AMA will accept FIM licenses at 
Carlsbad, that’s a step in the right 
direction gentlemen. Maybe I will send 
Tom Clark his bouquet of roses after all.
